Western Canadian Wheat farniers 
have over the years always been able 
to dispose of their wheat after it was 
threshed. The first hitch in the pro- 
ceedings occurred last autunin when 
a terrific rush of wheat from a large 
crop plugged the terminals and a 


evator storage filled to at least 60 
per cent , and a large crop rapidly ap- 
proaching harvesting time, only a per- 
centage of the production can be del- 
liveed. The Wheat ‘Board has been in- 
structed to accept five bushels of 
grain per seeded acre from each farm- 
er. ;
